THE GENUINE

days by the Peruvians, who worshiped 
the sun, the god of the day, the virgins 
who officiated in the temple of the sun 
being crowned with helianthuses made 
of pure gold, and alao wearing them on 
their breasts and carrying them in their 
hands, which, reflecting the rays of the 
luminary by the brilliancy of the metal, 
created a grand and imjx<sing effect. 
The Spaniards, who had.been amazed 
and dazzled at the display of gold, were 
still more astonished when in May they 
saw the fields of the New World covered 
with these bright flowers, which they 
imagined at first sight were eomposed of 
the precious metal.

an easy specimen; can you read it ? 
"Etbs injuumt gpmlt xibu ep zpv tiijol 
jig n/, dHz<|uj>h.sbpi ?" Not at first sight, 
1 dare say. But when I tell you to take, 
in the place ol the letters I have written, 
those which immediately precede them 
in the alphabet, it is easy enough to de- 
cipher the sentence thus: '-Dear little 
folks, what do you think of my crypto- 
graph '!" Cryptograph means to write 
in seeiet characters, and is derived troin 
two Greek words, Knijittit, hidden, and 
Iji-ui/h'in, to write. 
Now, if you wish 


to write letters to one another in this 
style, you must settle a key to your 
wyptograpky beforolumd. Thus, sup- 
posing you agree to use letters three 
spaces behind those you intend, then 
k would stand for n, a lor d ; and you 
would write April thus : Xmofi.

when once you understand tho system, 
you can invent any number of keys on 
your own account. 
Ol course you un- 


derstand that the letter one space before 
n must be z, two spaces y, and so on. 


A MIGHIY KIVEH.— There is a river 


oil the coast; in the severest droughts it 
never fails, and in the mightiest floods 
it never overflows its banks, and its bot- 
toms are of cold water, while its current 
is of warm. The Gulf of Mexico is its 
fountain, and its mouth is in tne Arctic 
seas. It is tho Gulf Stream. There is 
in the world no other such majestic flow 
of waters. 
Its current is more rapid 


than the Mississippi or the Amazon, and 
its volume more than a thousand times 
greater. 
Its waters are of an indigo 


blue. 
They are so distinctly marked 


that their line of junction with the com- 
mon sea water may be traced by the eye. 
Often one-half of the vessel may be seeu 
floating in the Gulf Stream water'while 
tho other half is in the common water of 
the sea; so sharp is the line, and such is 
the want of affinity between those waters, 
and such, too, the reluctance, so to 
speak, on the part of those of the Gulf 
Stream to mingle, with the common wa- 
ter of the sea, 


AT A Loss TOR A WORD.—Many per- 


sons in perfect health are often at a loss 
for afford, but in the diseases of old 
age this is very common ; although it 
otten happens that the first letters of 
words are recollected. A farmer, 50 
years old, had a stroke of paralysis, re- 
sulting in a painful hesitation of speech, 
which, however, was confined only to 
nouns and proper names. 
He could, 


moreover, recollect the first letter of 
every word he wanted to use, but could 
not recall tho word itself. So he made a 
list of the words he was most in the 
habit of using, and put them down on a 
paper in alphabetical form, including the 
names of iiis family, his servants and 
acquaintances. This he kept conven- 
iently in his pocket. If he wished to ask 
anvthiug about a cow, ho would turn to 
the letter C, and, finding tho word 
" cow," would keep his finger upon it 
until he had finished his sentence and 
introduced the word. Bo long as lie had 
Lig eyes fixed upon the written letters 
ho could pronounce the" word "cow" at 
the proper place, but the moment he 
abut his book it passed out of bin mem- 
ory and could not be recalled, although 
he still recollected the initial and could 
get at tho word by turning to his book. 
Although he could not recollect his own 
name or those of his acquaintances, he 
never was at a loss for the, initial oi the 
word he wished to use. 


Bodies Composing th« 


The solar system comprises the son 


and all those heavenly bodies which re- 
Tolve around him, consulting of the fol- 
lowing known members : 1. The eignt 
principal planets and their twenty sat- 
telliteB or moons. 2. The Asteroids, ft 
swarm of small planets, numbering now, 
according to Professors Newcomb and 
Holden, 220. 3. An indefinite number 
of cometa and meteors, revolving in 
orbita of much greater eccentricity than 
those of the planets. The nearest known 
planet to the sun is Mercury, at tne 
mean distance of 35,392,000 miles from 
that body. The late Professor Watson, 
of Michigan and Wisconsin State Uni- 
versities, was positive that during a 
total eclipse of the sun lie saw a planet 
still nearer the sun than Mercury. 
The 


existence of this body, sometimes re- 
ferred to as Vulcan, ia still a matter of 
controversy. 
Next beyond Mercury, 


traveling outward, is the planet Venus, 
distant from the sun 06,134,000 miles; 
the next is tho earth (with one moon) 
91 430,000 miles ; the next Mars (with 
two moons) 139,311,000 miles; then the 
group of diminutive planets called the 
Asteroids, numbering, as already said, 
about 220, at distances of trom m,- 
000 000 to 3113,000,000 miles from the 
sun'; then Jupiter (with four moons), 
475,G!)2,000 miles; then Saturn (with 
eight moons and three rings),872,137,- 
000 miles; next Uranus (with four moons 
—not six, as most of the school text- 
books still erroneously assert), distant 
from the sun 1,753,869,000 miles; and

miles from our grand central orb. 
As to 


the comets, whoso orbits ho wholly or 
partly within the solar system, there is 
reason to believe that but a small num- 
ber ot the whole has as yot been dis- 
covered, although about 500, visible to 
the naked eye, have been recorded since 
the opening of the Christian era, and 
more than 200 telescopic ones. 
New 


ones are discovered every year- some- 
times aa many as six or eight. 
Kepler 


was of the opinion that tho celestial 
spaces are as full of them as tho sea is 
of fish. As a. rule, they are only visible 
when in the most favorable positions. 
finally, the inter-planetary spaces are 
now well know to contain innumerable 
minute bodies, in all degrees of density 
from gaseous to solid, called meleoroids 
traveling apart in vast swarms around 
tho sun in all kinds of orbits, from cir- 
cular to tho most divergently eccentric, 
at all sorts of angles to the plane of the 
earth's orbit. Of the nature ot these 
very little is known. When they come 
in contact with the earth's atmosphere 
they are heated to whiteness, and gleam 
athwart the sky as brilliant meteors 
Sometimes they are utterly consumed 
before they reach the earth, and in other 
cases they strike the earth with terrible 
force as aerolites. These bodies are 
composed of tho same elementary sub- 
stances as terrestial matter, but in com- 
binations BO peculiar to aerolites that 
the mineralogists can always identity 
them as of meteorical origin.

Iu the Bloomington Pantograph or 


yesterday we find the following of local 
interest: "The trial, by appeal, of Eev. 
H. O. Hoffman, upon the charges of im- 
morality, with which nature the public is 
already aware, will be held at Lincoln on 
the 20th of September. He will be de- 
fended by Uev. R. N. Daviee, presiding el- 
der of the Decatur district. Dr. Davies 
did not consent to do the latter until he 
conferred with Bishop Warren during a 
remit visit at Decatur, the Bishop having 
joined Mr. Hoffman in his request. The 
Kev. .T. P. Dimmitt, pastor of the First M. 
E. church at Becatur, will represent the 
Decatur district in the Bishop's cabinet, 
under Presiding Elder Davies' instruc- 
tions. Bishop Warren will preside at the 
conference. Hoffman's trial will occur at 
the same time and place. Bishop Jesse 
T. Peck will preside at the trial, so that 
the regular business of the conference 
will not be delajed. Dr. Davies and Dr. 
Aaron Guruey, the latter of Chicago, are 
regarded as the most eminent legal coun- 
sellors in the Methodist Episcopal church 
in this state. Dr. Davies defended Mr. 
Hoffman at a former trial at Quiucy, a 
few years ago. Dr. Gurney was counsel 
for Hoffman at the preliminary trial at 
Bloomington, and he also prosecuted Dr 
Thomas, of Chicago, at the latter's tria" 
before the judicial conference held at 
Terre Haute, Ind." 


Dr. Davies was seen this morning by

been importuned by Hoffman to appear 
for him fit the conference as his counsel 
but the Doctor says there are good rea 
sons why it may be impossible for him tc 
comply with the request. The whole mat 
ter as to the conduct of the trial will n< 
be finally settled until the meeting of tin 
conference at Lincoln in September.
